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Russian People Wouldn't Kennec,y 0rders 
Support War, Nixon SaysEconomy Steps 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. 'U PI' - 
Richard M. Nixon predicted Tues­ 
day night that the Russian Peo­ 
ple's “ Obsession for peace” and 
Premier Khrushchev's intelligence 
will prevent war. 
The former vice president said, 
however, that he was strongly op­ 
posed to a nuclear test ban unless 
air-tight inspections are written 
into any pact banning tests. 
A test ban without 
adequate 
safeguards, Nixon said, would be 
a threat to American security. 
Nixon made the comments in a 
speech prepared for delivery at a 
‘'Republican spectacular” at the 
Indiana State Fairgrounds Colise­ 
um. The show, featuring the I960 
GOP presidential candidate and 60 
professional entertainers, was de­ 
signed to help get Hoosier Repub­ 
licans out of debt. 
“ Khrushchev will not start a 
war for many reasons.” Ni xon 
said. “ Despite his liquor drinking, 
he is always the master of his 
own temper. Unlike Hitler, t h e 
Russian leader is a cold, tough, 
sober man. 
“ The man's own people will not 
support a war." Nixon said. "The 


Russians have an obsession f o r 
peace They have seen the dire 
effects of war first hand. 
Nixon said 
Khrushchev a l s o 
knows that the people of the sat­ 
ellite nations will blow up in his 
face and that 90 per cent of them 
still go against him if they think 
they have a chance ” 
Nixon said the United States is 
“ infinitely stronger” than Russia 
now and was a year ago. This 
was an apparent 
reference to 
President Kennedy’s charges in 
the I960 campaign that the U. S. 
lagged behind the Soviets in na­ 
tional defense.

Members of the Navy Mothers 
Club of Cumberland have been 
collecting ice cream sticks to be 
sent to the Maryland Tuberculosis 
Association in Baltimore, for use 
by patients at the four state hos­ 
pitals. 
The Navy mothers have been 
collecting the sticks for sometime 
and 
approximately 30,000 
have 
been sent to patients at Mt. W il­ 
son, Victor Cullen, Henryton and 
Pine Bluff. 
W'hen the sticks reach the B al­ 
timore office of 
the 
Maryland 
Tuberculosis Association, they are 
counted and if they are dirty, a 
laundry 
washes 
them 
at 
no 
charge. 
They are then sent to the hos»; 
pitals (rn a “ first request” basis. 
Mt. Wilson Hospital, near Pikes­ 
ville, is the one which usually 
uses the most sticks. 
During the winter months when 
not as much ice cream is consum­ 
ed by the public, the hospitals 
have more trouble keeping the 
patients supplied. 
Among items made from the 
sticks are lamps, wishing wells, 
ash trays, planters, lazy susans 
and many other useful articles. 
Several of the articles are on 
display at the offices of the Alle- 
gany-Garrett Tuberculosis Asso­ 
ciation, 1294 South Liberty Street. 
The public is invited to view the 
articles at any time.

Rough Bumps On 
The New Frontier 


Some of the public-minded citizens who 
come running to Washington early this year in 
response to the New Frontier’s call for good 
men for government may wish they had stayed 
al home. Prospects of a $7 million budget defi­ 
cit have prompted President Kennedy to issue 
hold-down orders to various government agen­ 
cies. Cries and alarums about payroll cuts are 
echoing through Potomacland. 
The most spectacular uproar emanates from 
the State Department. By today Secretary Rusk 
will have cut 500 jobs from his Washington 
work force of 7.200. a statistic which translated 
into human terms means that one out of 14 
employes will be out of his job by Christmas. 
Civil service procedures generally protect the 
jobs of the older bureaucrats that new adminis­ 
tration would most like to be rid of. State 
Department bureau heads are said to be wonder­ 
ing how to break the bad news to young men 
who have abandoned jobs elsewhere and bought 
homes in Washington in response to the New 
Frontier’s summons to duty. 
Anonymous letters and phone calls to Wash­ 
ington 
correspondents, 
obviously 
originating 
within the department, blame the personnel cut­ 
backs on unwise spending and budget practices 
by Kennedy's new team. But department offi­ 
cials say the reduction in force was made 
necessary by Congress, which appropriated $7 2 
million short of the department s request fo r 
salaries and expenses in the current fiscal year. 
In any event, the RIF (reduction in force) at 
the State Department amply demonstrates one 
of the reasons why Republican and Democratic 
administration alike in recent years have found 
it difficult to recruit talented men for govern­ 
ment.

“ Your insipid thought that parents could control 
w hat they want shown by throwing a coin in the slot 
is suggestive of the complete lack of control by parents 
over even the most trivial actions of their offspring. 
Did your old man ever have to lock himself in the 
bathroom so the kids would not muzzle in cm his can 
of beer? Our parents’ popular after-supper sport being 
a gam e of 66 'c a rd s ', did that divert me from home 
work, violin practice, or other tedious obligations for 
my parents’ feeding and clothing me? And as for 
the little darlings being by pay viewing deprived from 
the older folks' objective in program selection, they 
would, in our opinion, m erely say: 'Move over dad, 
I can ’t see from here' Or, should mom or dad have 
the tem erity to demand that they remove them selves 
from the premises, the kids probably, their pockets 
being well-lined with ‘allowance,’ make up T.V. parties 
and gang up somewhere to collectively feed the 
Tell­ 
ies’ as they now do the Juke Boxes. 
“ And we. who prefer to recall the days of our youth 
by viewing Western and sim ilar ’He-man shows instead

The moral of my tale is really what Brochek is 
writing about. Parents should control children until 
the children can control them selves, which m ay be 
n ev tr in such a world as ours. Nowadays everybody 
looks to Russia for perfection in education, but the 
Russians have their problems, too. Their kids, having 
achieved international equality by throwing bombs, 
are becoming hooligans w-hich makes m ore sense than 
joining the Komsomol whence comes all perdition. An 
ardent Komsomol youth gains status by spying on his 
parents and discovering that they still retain some 
bourgeois habits, although that is not as forbidden in 
K hrushchev’s time 
as 
it 
was 
in Stalin's 
because 
Khrushchev is by nature a bourgeois, being a prag­ 
m atist rather than idealist. 
The kids know what that means.

Unemployment Rise Follows Pattern Of 1930s 


WASHINGTON - “ The tim e to 
begin 
is now,’’ 
said 
President 
Kennedy the other day as he pro­ 
posed that America revise her 
world trade policies. But he might 
also have made this com m ent 
about 
the 
necessity 
of 
doing 
aomething right away about the 
rise in unemployment due to the 
stagnation of the heavy-goods in­ 
dustries of the United States. 


For the warning signals are up. 
Steel men fear a strike next year 
and another increase 
in 
wage 
costs as they face a declining 
m arket due to com petition from 
abroad, where wage costs are low. 
There is also a good 
deal 
of 
gloom in the whole m anufactur­ 
ing segment of the national econ­ 
omy. where the bulk of the un­ 
employed are to be found. 
Will the economic advisers of 
the “ New Frontier’’ repeat the 
m istakes made by their fellow 
“ brain trusters’’ in the New Deal 
days of the 1930's when unem­ 
ployment persisted, with 9,100.000 
still unemployed when the United 
States entered World W ar II in 
Decem ber 1941? 
Today unemployment is running 
at an indicated figure of 4,900.000 
for the year, which is larg er than 
the average for any year in the 
last two decades. In the 1930’s, as 
now, the heavy-goods industries 
were neglected 
Yet they were 
then, as they are today, the key 
to national prosperity. 
The Administration 
Is talking 
about tax reform for 1963, but if 
it refuses to deal wtih the tax- 
depreciation problem any sooner 
than 1963. then a chaotic condi­ 
tion m ay result. For the confusion 
over tax allowances is what is 
holding back the progress of the 
heavy-goods industries.

Already 
European countries which have

But to the Asians, the Afri­ 
cans and the Latin Americans— 
who don't take into account the dif­ 
ferent sources of America’s views— 
the inherent contradiction of the 
two positions puts the U. S. in an 
unhappy light. 


The overwhelming vote in the 
United Nations left no doubt as to 
the world’s position in opposition to 
any furhter testing by any of the 
atomic powers. And the day is not 
too far off when the United States 
may find itself in the position of 
seeming to defy world opinion by 


conducting a series of tests of its 
own. 
The U. S. government even now is 
busy building up its arguments to 
justify tests, probably next spring 
in the Pacific. And no one doubts 
that when that time comes. Russia 
will be just as loud in condemning 
American tests as was the U. S. in 
denouncing the Soviet experiments. 
There 
is, 
however, 
one 
basic 
underlying difference. Russia’s test­ 
ing—particularly the “big” bomb— 
was for propaganda purposes rath­ 
er than military necessity. U. S. 
tests will he solely for an updating 
of military know-how. 
This difference is one of the great 
tests now facing U. S. information 
techniques. Can the federal govern­ 
ment present its position rn such a 
way as to win the understanding of 
the other areas of the world? 
If it does, there is the opportunity 
for a great victory in the East-West 
propaganda war. If it doesn’t, the 
U. S. will be put in the position of 
the pot calling the kettle black.

growth. It called for “ an overhaul 
of the tax system , including de­ 
preciation allow ances.” 


President Kennedy has spoken 
of the sam e thing. But, for some 
unexplained reason, the problem 
has been 
sidetracked, 
and the 
next session of Congress is not ex­ 
pected now to tackle the whole 
subject (rf tax reform , leaving it 
instead to 1963. But maybe it will 
be a Republican House of Repre­ 
sentatives in January 1963 which 
will respond to the demand of the 
country for action in the very 
field which today is producing the 
largest proportion of our unem­ 
ployed.

Another birthday is coming up. 
In a few- days. I will be 54. 
M adre mia! What have I to show 
for all this time?

His 
younger sister, Mrs. Mary Foley, 
laughed at all the old stones and

My brother John, portly and 
dignified in a new topcoat, left 
early with his wife for a Polish 
wedding 
reception. 
A photo of 
my mother, as a young handsome 
woman, stood on the television 
set. In the cellar, some of the 
men shot pool between the clothes­ 
lines and the furnace.

there. 
Adele had two functions: m ake 
the salads and keep her husband 
Emil out of the kitchen He is 6 
feet 5 and will eat anything that 
won t eat him first. She waved a 
big wooden spoon at him and he 
snarled like a tiger at hay. 
The next night we went over to 
my daughter Ginny's house. Her 
twin daughters. Robin and P am ­ 
ela. are 3 and they were dressed 
as Irish fairies, with green stock­ 
ings and ragged tunics with wings 
on the back. Ginny said she made 
the outfits because 
she 
didn't 
have anything else to do. Little 
Jim was trying to run a model 
truck through an electric socket. 
Kevin, the fat laughing boy of the 
outfit, sat in his high chair show­ 
ing how he says his prayers. He 
can ’t say a word. He just presses 
the palm s of his hands together. 
My 
younger 
daughter 
Gayle 
cam e up to visit us with Frank. 


Her little Elinor is now IO months 
old and. somehow, m ore beautiful 
each day. Gayle has short dark 
hair and wants to get it cut short­ 
er. Frank says that if she does, 
he w ont drive her to church Its 
that kind of family. 
Me? I’m back in the homework 
departm ent. 
Kelly’s 
two 
little 
girls, Karen, 8, and Kathleen, 6, 
come in from school laden with 
brief cases and lunch 
kits 
as 
though they were trying to make 
it across the Sahara without re­ 
fueling. I check the homework 
and once, when the conscientious 
Karen subtracted when she should 
have added, Mrs. Heliker marked 
the paper with a big zero. 
Have you ever tried to stem 
tears at 3:20 p. rn ? Kathleen has 
to write num bers from one to 
sixty. She also draw s pumpkins 
and clowns and santas. Through 
all this, Kelly is the epitome of 
the patient wife, always under­ 
standing and never blowing up. 
When it comes, I suspect it w ill 
be a beaut. 
Five grandchildren, two chil­ 
dren, two stepchildren, a father, 
a sister, a brother, numerous in­ 
laws and nieces and nephews — 
this, my friend, is living. Almost 
all of them are forever in some 
form of emergency. The quo is 
never status: 
something is al­ 
ways going on — like the twins 
off to the hospital for tonsillec­ 
tomies, Dad off to Dr. Krull to 
check the rising tide of fluid in 
the ankles, a report card which 
could be better, all the women on 
the phone at once to tell ea. h 
other which niece is pregnant, or 
which in-law who is always plead­ 
ing poverty has just blown $20 
for a new hat. 
At 54, I have my 
share 
of 
worldly goods. I'm not knocking 
it. I’ve been lucky with a few 
books, and, now and then, a col­ 
umn scores a hit with a few 
readers. I'm as happy now as I 
ever was. There are swings in 
the yard again, and a doll with 
a fractured skull stares at the 
ceiling. Rocky finds a corner and 
curls up to nap with one eye 
open. 
It’s not an exciting life, but it a 
not 
dull either. 
When 
I can't 
think of an idea for a column, 
all I have to do is to rap out 
the truth about my fam n damily. 
Of course, nobody talks to me 
after its published, but, at the 
age of 54. there’s a blessing in 
that too . . .
